Our party consists of ten people 
besides our conductor, 
guide 
and 
servants brought with us from Bom­ 
bay. 
Starting from our hotel to do 
the city, each carriage having a na­ 
ive driver and two footmen, whirl­ 
ing between the massive columns of 
he gateway we are brought to a halt 
by a line of camels, a rope leading 
rom the tail of one to the nose of 
mother. 
They are loaded with bags 
>f barley and rice and bound for the 
depot. 
Reaching the street we are 
amazed at the glow of colors, ail the 
bright colors imaginable in the way 
of gowns and jackets, turbans and 
sashes, worn by the constantly mov­ 
ing crowd. 
To add to this, we were 
in the dyer's section— cotton 
stuff 
which had just been dyed in long 
strips, was carried about in the sun 
to dry. 
1 'r im a tiv e In D r e s s . 


Merchants from the bazaars were 
carrying bright figured cotton about 
for sale. 
But the majority of the 
men and boys were quite naked, ex­ 
cepting a strip of cotton cloth about 
their loins; the majority of the wo­ 
men wearing a strip of dirty muslin 
about one-half yard wide and sever­ 
al yards 
long, which they 
twisted 
about them in such a manner as to 
cover their body as little as possible, 
many of the little boys and girls 
wearing nothing more than the sac­ 
red thread about their necks. 
But 
not a woman so poor, starved and 
miserable but what her arms are 
covered with glass bracelets of vari­ 
ous colors, a huge nose ring adorn­ 
ing her face, her ankles encircled 
with one or more huge silver gilt 
loops, her fingers and most of her 
toes covered with silver gilt rings— a 
thimble slipped over the end of the 
toes holds the rings on. 
The women 
carry all of their worldly possessions 
in this m anner, many of them wear­ 
ing a better grade of jewelry. 
People Live 
In Streets. 
The streets are thronged, people 
seem to live in them. 
Men and wo­ 
men sit down in the dirty road, pull 
their scanty wrap from their should­ 
ers, (if they have any), and look for 
things, which they are sure to find, 
and kill them on the spot. 
They sit- 
in the dirty streets, searching one 
another’s bushy heads, with the same 
murderous intent. 
But I was tell­ 
ing you of our drive, will drop this 
subject as it has no limit. 
We pass bullock carts, two m ass­ 
ive wooden wheels, no tires. They 
are loaded with broken limbs, and 
roots, some going to the wood m er­ 
chants where it is sold by weight. 
A portion of this wood goes to the 
burning 
ghosts — where 
the 
Hindu dead are burned on small piles 
of it in the open yard, a horrible 
sight. 
We passed and visited many mos­ 
ques, 
viewed the city from 
their 
lofty m inarettes, visited Hindu tem ­ 
ples with 
their numerous 
spiral 
domes, encircled by their many gods 
in 
carved stone, 
often painted in 
the loudest colors. 
The M aharaj’s Stables. 
We visited the M aharaja’ stables 
covering about two blocks all open, 
except stalls about the outer wall of 
adobe which is three feet thick and 
twelve feet high. 
Hhere were fast­ 
ened 350 horses with a rope around 
one hind hoof. 
They are supposed 
to be the finest samples th at lands 
could produce; the Arabians were 
the handsomest; America was rep­ 
resented by a splendid big bay. 
Each horse has an attendant, who 
sleeps in a little cubby hole at his 
horse’s head, his wages are four ru 
pees per monts, ($1.32). 


S tr e e t S c e n e s . 


Elephants in gauuy trappings pass; 
in the great saddle sit natives of 
high 
caste, 
their brillaut flowing 
gowns embroidered in gold. The pa­ 
tient buffalo plod by, the carts load­ 
ed with fodder, or sugar cane, which 
extends so far to the front that the , 
driver straddles the tongue between > 
their heads. 
I 
We enter a street of grain mer- j 
chants— small piles of wheat, barley ? 
and native grains spread on m atting 
along the way. 
H undreds of pige­ 
ons hover about, but boys, with a s 
rag tied to the end of a long bamboo 
pole, keep them from the grain. No 
one will harm a pigeon or any other < 
bird, beast, or insect— the religion 
prevents. 
We attempted to 
walK 


lUO bell turrets, with as many open 
work stone 
balconies, 
chiseled in 
vines and leaves. 
The entire business portion of the 
town is built in fantastic style. It is 
composed of mud and small stones, 
heavily plastered, and tinted in most 
brilliant colors. 
They are two or 
three stories high, but the upper sto-

In the front 
walls are set large flat stones, which 
are beautifully chiseled in screens, 
lattice work and various freaks, uot 
easily described. 
In new buildings 
going up, women carry the brick 
and m ortar up the bamboo ladders, 
j 
A Noisy Rabble. 
The streets are crowded, nearly all 
the natives have their ears covered 
with the wrappins of their turbans or 
by the sheet worn. 
Our drivers and 
footmen are 
yelling 
constantly at 
them to clear the way. 
Many streets 
are so narrow th a t our footmen run 
before to prevent others entering. 
Hundreds of barefooted pilgrims 
pass, on the way to the holy city of 
Benares, for a bath in the Ganges, 
and to kneel before the gods— one 
bath in the filthy stream cleanses 
earache. 
them of all sin. 
On their shoulders 
are bamboo 
poles, from 
each end 
hangs a large basket 
which contains 
a little food and bottles to be filled. 
The streets are sprinkled before us 
from pigskins carried 011 men’s shoul- 
lers. 
We visited Amber, the former capi­ 
tal of this state and passed out of 
one of the 7 gates of the massive 
wall surrounding this city of 160,- 
000, not a white man in it. 
Journey on Elephants. 
W e mounted elephants and wound 
about the foot of a fortified hill, 
some 500 feet high, great forts on 
the summit. 
All along our way were 
raised flat stones, rest places, where 
the burdens were removed from the 
head, as everything is carried on the 
head in this country. 
We passed 
deserted palaces of vast proportions, 
the once beautiful walls 
enclosing 
them now partially 
111 ruins, yet m a­ 
ny pagoda-like structures remain on 
the towering walls, where the own­ 
ers would sit in the cool of the day. 
, Great clusters of bamboo fifty feet 
high add to the scene. 
Scores of 
chattering monkeys spring from the 
trees to the smmit of the crumbling 
walls and grin at us. 
Scores of pea­ 
cocks parade in all their vanity, the 
bright morning sun showing their 
plumage at its (jest. Our elephant 
moves slowly up the steep hills and 
with a rocking motion a little danger­ 
ous to a tenderfoot, if we did not 
have an iron bar to cling to passing 
in front of the saddle. 
Camels pass, 
coming to town with loads of vege­ 
tables. 
Milk peddlers trot along with 
large brass bowls, set in nets, strung 
to poles. 
In numerous places niches are cut 
out of the stone wall lining the way, 
and in it a Hindu god, generally cov­ 
ered with red paint (or stain). 
In 
front of 
him the natives 
kneel— 
throw a little rice, flowers and water 
before him. 
Beautiful Birds 
N u m e r o u s . 
Beautiful parrots sail about, and 
gaze at us, as we pass beneath them, 
in the trees. 
Great birds, with hand­ 
some crests drop 
in the road near. 
They all seem to know th a t they will 
not be harmed. 
The Hindu relig­ 
ion says do not kill, find as they eat 
no meat the birds are safe. 
The Raja's Palace. 
Crossing a deep gorge we leave 
our elephants to do the palace. 
I 
cannot describe it. 
The R a ja ’s apart­ 
ments are finished in mosaics, scul­ 
ptured, and marble latice work pa- 
villions, and vast rooms, in mirrors 
and spangled work, columns of ala- 
bastor, doors of sandal wood, inlaid 
with ivory. 
The audience hall with 
its great columns is all a dream of 
gold and ivory. 
From the finest of 
marble screens we look down upon 
the garden and lake, and all about 
are temples and mosques of marble,

spring The black or mud fiddler fairly 
riddles the meadow banks along the 
salt creeks. It bores iu, usually hori­ 
zontally, and it may be as far as six 
or eight feet from the face of the bank, 
and then down into the mud at various 
angles until it gets below rhe level of 
the tide, which rises and falls through 
the loose mud. in the fiddler crab’s 
burrow. 
There are myriads of tbe 
black fiddlers, and they so honeycomb 
the bank that sometimes under the 
added weight of ice gathered upon the 
top of it the bank breaks down.—New 
York Tribune.

His first point was 
gained, popularity. 
The second was 
made when he showed an aptitude for 
the steel busine.ss, amounting almost to 
genius. 
The third was reache<l by 
hard work. 
He never watched the 
clock. 
J'he fourth was attained by his 
wonderful power of handling men. 
Soon he made many Improvements 
about the mills, built new blast fur­ 
naces and succeeded so well at all he 
was set to do that he was m ade super­ 
intendent of the works. 
Then he was 
sent to Homestead, where he made Mke 
Improvements. 
At the death of Cap­ 
tain Jones he was called back to Brad- 
dock as manager. 
After the disas­ 
trous strike at Homestead hla jurisdic­ 
tion was extended, and both plants 
were placed under his management. 
It wag a difficult task to organize order 
out of the chaos at Homestead, but he 
succeeded. 
It Is worthy of note that 
Charley Schwab has never had a strike 
of the men under him. 


Pa rtne r of Ca roe fie . 
it was at aliout this time that a for­ 
eign steel mill offered him a position at 
a largely Increased salary. 
He not on­ 
ly declined it, hut said nothing about 
the offer. Carnegie came to hear of It. 
however, and It so impressed him that 
ho made Schwab a partner In the busi­ 
ness and soon after had him elected 
president of tlie Carnegie company. 
.lust what part Mr. Schwab took In 
» wgaulr.lng the « teel trust will never 
be known, hut it Is certain th.at he was 
an Iraportanl factor. 
It has even been 
stated that he originated tiie s<'heme. 
However that may be. Mr. Carnegie In 
e’sted that his young assistant he made 
the first president of the gigantic con- 
•em , which then had 
the largest capl 
tal stock of any company on earth. 
The very qualities that had made 
Schwab proved In ttie end his undoing.

of her have constituted one of the 
bright place« in l>oth their live.s. He 
was educn:» ^i in a Catholic m ademy at 
Loretto and dro\ e a stage to help pay 
his way 
The smiling, freckled faced 
boy caught the fancy of n traveling 
grcK'er and as a result he got a place at 
eighteen as a grutvr's clerk lu Brnd- 
do<'k. Pa. Captain Jones, the manager 
of the big steel plant, often bought 
tilings .at the store, and the young man 
made a hit with him. So Charh*y land­ 
ed a job at driving st.ikes for an engi­ 
neering corps In 111 * mills. His salary 
• t the stoi-e had lH*en fi.oo per week. 
In the mills it starttnl at ?.{(* pt» r 
month. He » lid not remain long driv­ 
ing stakes. He had studied engineer- i 
Ing at Loretto and soon was set at 
drafting. Captain Jones wished some 
new plans drawn. Not knowing what ' 
engineer to select, he required that all * 
the corps work two hours a day over­ 
time without extra pay. Shortly after 
this he met the head engineer and ' 
ttsked how the men took the order. 
"They are all grumbling except one," 
W'as the reply. 
"Who Is tliat one?" 
“Schwab." 
"Then Schwab's my man,” said Cap­ 
tain Jones, 
As a result the boy, for he was little 
moro. was rapidly advanced, was sent 
for a time to an engineering school ia 
Pittsburg and soon became head engi­ 
neer and Captain Jones* right hand 
man. 
Andrew Carnegie wished personal 
reports fiwm his mills at *Braddock. 
Captain Jones objected that he had 
not time to run up to Pittsburg, but 
said he had a bright young assistant 
who knew as much about the work as 
he did and besides was a goo<l per­ 
former on toe organ, of which the steel 
king was very fond. Carnegie asked 
to at the young man be sent along. 
Schwab, with the assurance which has 
been one of his chief assets In life, 
went to toe Ironmaster’s Pittsburg res­ 
idence and surprised and captivated 
Mr. Carnegie by his thorough knowl 
edge of the business and his sunny dls- 
fmsltion. Before be left, the steel mag­ 
nate asked toe young man to play on 
the organ. Charley was somewhat dif­ 
fident about this, as It took him by eur- 
tprlse, but he had played often for the 
monks at Ijoretto and therefore com­ 
plied. 
He gave old melodies, Scotch 
•ongs and other airs that he knew toe 
old man loved and still further cap­ 
tured his heart. From that day for­ 
ward Andrew Carnegie was toe sworn 
Trlend of Charley Schwab. 
This was the beginning of the yonng 


•mnity and said, among other things: 
It Is my belief that more business 
•nu better business can be transacted 
with ;i smile than with a frowm."

He therefore had hung In toe board I 
room a picture entitled, “The Laughing 
Monk,” that no one could look on with

Mr. Schwab’s charitable inclinations ;

sonul gifts to Jhis workmen, lavish tips, 
donations for tlie purpose of building 
Catholic churches at Loretto and else- = 
where and contributions to Industrial ' 
schools. 
He is known to have given 
one old employee at Braddock $1,000 , 
and smaller amounts to many others.

As to the way he slings dollars, toe 
following story is told: 
One day a young man approached 
the steel trust president for a sub­ 
scription 
to

charitable 
purpose. 
Schwab heard hts story, turned to an i 
acquaintance and began talking about 
something else, in the meantime feel­ 
ing In his pockets for loose change. 
The young m an’s heart sank, for he 
had expected a liberal subscription. 
Finally the .steel man fished up a bill 
and handed it over, while he w’ent ou 
with his tidk. still delving into his 
pockets. Tw'o or three times a bill was 
dug up. after which the charity solicit­ 
or thanked him and departed. When 
he got outside the man counted‘ the 
money and almost dropped dead at 
finding it amounted to $1,500. 
Schwal» ’s <*hief hobby, however, is 
Industrial schools. 
He Is almost as 
enlliuslastlc on this subject as Carne­ 
gie Is on libraries. At Braddock and 
Homestead very fine training schools 
have been erected as a result of dona­ 
tions made by the former steel presi­ 
dent. He has made other like i>enefac­ 
tions In other places. 
At Richmond 
Beach, New York, he has spent hun­ 
dreds of thousands in an effort to 
found an In.siltutfon wherein cripples 
may be taught some manual employ­ 
ment that will k« ‘ep them from want. 
In speaking of the gifts made by 
himself and Mrs. Schwab he mentions 
his fad for industrial training and

But 
for him there would be strike after 
strike." 
One of toe Loretto fathers 
who 
taught young Schwab, however, has a 
slightly different view. 
He says that 
the boy’s "nerve" was the finest thing 
he has ever seen. 
“If I were asked toe elements of his 
success In life,” adds this preceptor, 
‘T would say that they were Industry, 
bluff and popularity” 
When asked as to hla own idea of 
what had pushed hire to the fro n t Mr. 
Schwab replied: 
"I always rely on myself. 
I am a 
great believer In self reliauee-mauli- 
uess which la manhood In its noblest 
form." 
In keeping wMth this Idea, he aald at 
another time that the two be.st assets 
a young man could have were to be 
l>orn poor and to know how to work. 


Alwa y s Good Na ture d. 
But whether be or his friends recog­ 
nize It or not, one of the mvrets of 
Charley Sclnvab’s rise lies In his un­ 
failing good nature. That he recognizes 
the value of this quality In others If 
not In hlmR« *lf is shown by an Inci­ 
dent. 
When he was elected president of the 
t'*arnegle company the young steel man 
noticed that there was an air of great 
soberness, not to say gloom, about the 
meetings of the board of directors. He 
rallied his associates upon their sol-

tices of the loan sharks of our large 
cities.

and a third Loan Shark bill was in­ 
troduced in the senate, thus showing 
the ex treme necessity of legislation 
on this matter. 
The bill passed the 
senate and the other measure was 
still in the hands of the jud icial> 
committee of which Mr. Castle was 
chairm an, and the only people who 
wanted it kept there were the Loan 
Shark people. 
Now the three lioati 
'.Lark bills were in Mr. Castle’s com­ 
mittee, and not until twenty-six mem­ 
bers of Mr. Castle's comwitt(fc\ sign­ 
ed a “ Round Robin Petition.” sig­ 
nifying their intentions of reporting 
out Senate Bill No. 
17. the Loan 
Shark bill, from the senate over the 
head of Chairman Castle did he con­ 
sent to its being reported out. 
Age of Consent Bill. 
There is a bill introduced in the 
senate commonly called the Age of 
Consent bill, proposing to raise the 
age of consent from fourteen to eigh­ 
teen years. 
The senate cut it two 
years and made It six teen, otherwise 
m aking it the same hs the introduc­ 
ers desired to have it. The Age of 
Consent bill was referred to Mr. Cas­ 
tle’s committee. 
He was the chair­ 
man of it.
